(■mimn lliietor Inject* McMicflCl Di­ 
rectly Into tlic* Lung«. 
United State;-. Consul General Gun­ 
ther. at Frankfort, Germ any, has for­ 
warded to the department of commerce 
and labor an inter«-.-ding account of a 
new method of treatment for consump­ 
tion. II«*'says: 
Professor Jacob, first physician of 
the Hospital Charlte of Berlin, lectured 
n few days ago before the Berlin Soci­ 
ety’ For Internal Medicine on a new 
motle of treatment of consumption of 
the lungs originated by him. Profess­ 
or Jacob stiyted with the presumption 
that the remedies usually employed do 
not reach the location of the disease at 
nil, and ho therefore conceived the 
Idea of Introducing medicaments di­ 
rectly into the lungs. Through numer­ 
ous experiments on animals he became 
convinced that such injections ure very 
well borne by them. 
The manipulation is very simple and 
can lie undertaken by every physician 
who is familiar with the use of the 
throat mirror. 
After the trachea and 
larynx have been made insensible by 
cocaine or nmtesthesine a thin rubber 
tube is introduced into the lungs, and 
the medicine is injected through it. 
The whole process lasts hardly ten min­ 
utes. 
Professor Jacob lias found that the 
most efficient remedy 
is the well 
known 
tuberculin 
which 
Professor 
Ivoch used thirteen years ago. Next in 
efficiency is creosote. 
II«1 succeeded 
in this way In making the tuberculosis 
bacilli disappear completely in from 
four to eight weeks. 
Ho far he has 
treated only five patients by his meth­ 
od. though lie expects Its general adop­ 
tion. 
He added that through his new 
method a saf«i diagnosis can be made 
of consumption of the lungs, while tlUs 
has so far not been possible. 
Heretofore tuberculin was injected 
hypodermically to demonstrate wbeth-. 
er a person suffered from tuberculosis. 
Yet, even if the reaction was positive, 
nothing was known about the seat of 
the tuberculosis. 
Now only his new 
method of “lung infusion,” as he calls 
it, needs to be employed to determine 
whether tuberculosis of the lungs ex­ 
ists.

wireless signals would be sent out at 
exact noon according to the naval ob­ 
servatory. 


New Rrltlnh Battleahipa. 
The first of the new type of battle­ 
ships for the British navy has been 
launched at Pembroke, says the Scien­ 
tific American. This warship Is a com­ 
bination of the battleship and cruiser, 
possessing the most prominent features 
of each, being larger and more heavily 
armed than the cruiser of the latest 
design and resembling the battleship 
in mr.ny respects. 
The armament is 
particularly formidable, comprising six 
9.2-ineh guns, ten 6-inch and twenty- 
eight smaller quick firing weapons. 
There are three submerged torpedo 
tubes. The main armament is carried 
in a citadel amidships. 
Under all the 
6-Inch guns are small auxiliary maga­ 
zines and shell rooms. The maximum 
speed is to be 22.33 knots per hour. 
The battleship cruiser, as it is called, 
will cost $5,659,410 to complete.

FROH SOUTH AFRICA. 


The legislature 
will 
convene otr 
Thursday, Jan. 4. 
According to the 
state constitution the session must be­ 
gin the first Thursday after the first 
Monday in January. 
The month be­ 
gins on Monday this time. 
The con­ 
stitutional provision is that the ses­ 
sion must continue sixty consecutive 
days, so there will be time for the 
election of a successor 
to Senator 
Fairbanks, even if he serves till hl3 
Inauguration, March 4. 
It is not like­ 
ly, however that he will serve that 
long, as the party leaders are anxious 
to end the contest as soon as possible 
so as to get it out of the way of im­ 
portant legislation that is to be con­ 
sidered. 
While the senator has not 
stated when he will resign, It is now 
believed that he will give up the posi­ 
tion a short time after the inaugura­ 
tion of J. FranK Hanly as governor. 
The legislature can then elect some 
one to fill out his unexpired term. 
If 
he should not resign before his inau 
guration there might be a deadlock ir 
the contest over ms seat that could 
not be settled before the time for ad 
journment of the legislature, in which 
case Governor Hanly would be called 
on to appoint someone as senator to 
serve till the next session. 
However, 
it is believed that the fight will be 
ended shortly after the session begins. 


It is likely that another effort will 
be made at the coming session of the 
general assembly to solve the prob­ 
lem of the care 
of the epileptics 
For ten years an effort was made by 
Columbus and two or three other 
places to sccur<> an appropriation for 
an epileptic village.
